The sight near at hand of "a stern 


round tower of other days" admonished 
me I was entering the domain of Chat- 
eau la Tonr, one of the three reigning 
houses of Haat Medoc, by decree of the 
Bordeaux chamber of commerce and the 
suffrages of princely drinkers the world 
over ranking number one in a classifi- 
cation of a select sixty, chosen from 
the many thousand vignobles of a dis 
trict where all is choice and fine. Sur 
rounded by a field of little, low vines, 
as insignificant to look at as any of the 
others, stood a handsome new chateau, 
with press room, store houses, stables, 
etc.. close by, while apart from all, and 
rising from among the hop o' my thumb 
trellis, was a stately, antique tower, 
giving dignity, character, interest, and 
name to the place 
A gentleman of 


distinguished look, with two ladies, was 
walking toward the house as I drew 
near.

in practice. It is said no other so ef- 
fectually crushes the pulp without 
breaking the seed. In fact, that it is 
important for the quality of the wine 
that it be trodden out with naked feet 
It is also said, and very truly, that soap 
and water will cleanse the feet as well 
as the hands. At one place 1 visited I 
inquired of the workmen if they washed 
their feet before tramping on the 
grapes, and was told they did not One 
f them enlightened my ignorance by 
xplaming that wine had the power to 
fling off all impurities, so that it was ot 
no sort of consequence how free they 
made it. No doubt there is a good deal 
o be said on the other side of this 
question ol dirt-I confess that what 1 
saw and heard disturbed my old notion 
—at all events, the Medoc vintagers 
acted as if quite sure of their chemical 
deductions, and would walk with bare 
feet slap dash through puddle and mud 
and mount the juicy heap wilh the as 
sured tread of men fiimly "rounded in 
their principles.

WHAT AEE ITS PRINCIPLES? 


We hear a great deal now-a-day 


about "the time-honored principles o 
the Democratic party," but it would re 
quire more than a congressional inves 
tigating 
committee to discover wha 


those principles are. The recollectio 
of the great majority of the America 
people now living does not extend far 
ther back than for a period of twenty 
years, and for all practical purposes i 
is not necessary to go beyond that date 
since the issues upon which politica 
parties divided prior to 1860 are n 
longer living realities. But what intel 
ligent reading man can call to mini 
any great measure with which thi 
Democratic party has been idcntifiei 
within the last twenty years ? Wha 
beneficent legislation haa resulted from 
its efforts, or what good thing has i 
ever advocated ? It Las been but a 
mere negative quantity for more than 
half of the lifetime of a generation 
and its platforms during all that 
might have been condensed into two 
words—"We object!" Nor have its 
objections been urged against tbe evils 
of vicious legislation upon tbe part o 
its opponents ; it bas merely set itseli 
up in opposition to the current of mod 
ern civilization, and endeavored to de- 
feat measures the wisdom of which ii 
afterwards hastened to endorse. 


In 1860 it madly flew in the face o 


that enlightened public sentiment which 
was fast crystallizing into organized op- 
position to the further spread of human 
slavery within the limits ot tbe Unitet 
States. 
When defeat had chastened it 


and disaster had humbled its pride i 
acknowledged the impregnability of the 
position held by its opponents and came 
slowly into line with the ideas of the 
age in that regard. 


When treason reared its hideous 


bead and rebelled against the just ver- 
dict of the ballot-box the Democratic 
party was not slow to show its sympa- 
thy with southern traitors, and abjectly 
proclaimed the doctrine that "there is 
no power to coerce a state." It was 
ond in its boasts that the government 
could not put down the rebellion, de- 
iantly proclaiming it through the me- 
linm of its national platform in 1884. 
Jut the rebellion sens put down, and 
now the Democratic party impudently 
laims the whole credit of doing what 
t asserted could not be done. 


When it became necessary to issue 


he greenback to save the nation's life 
he Democratic [party was unanimous 
n the opinion that such a financial 
chemc would be plainly unconstitu- 
ional, and when the treasury notes 
were issued in spite of all its opposi- 
ion it was flippantly alleged by every 
rossroad statesman of that faith that 
bey would soon be a drug in the mar- 
et at ("six bits a bushel." But the 
democratic party, in less tliaa seven 
ears, had become so soundly converted 
o the greenback faith that it wanted 
reasury notes issued 
in unlimited 


uantities, and even now asserts that 
wt currency is the best and • safest 
ver devised by human ingenuity. 


And so on through the long chapter, 


'he Democratic party opposed with all 
le bitterness of its nature the aboli- 
,on of slavery, but now delights to as- 
ert that it would not have the institu- 
on reinstated if it could. It took tbe 
ame course with reference to the adop- 
lon of all the constitutional amend- 
ments, and now cordially acquiesces in 


lem and promises to enforce them 
aithfully when it comes into power, 
t set up its puny opposition to die re- 
umption of specie payments, and al- 
eged that it was not possible to resume 
n the first of Jaunary, 1879, but re- 
umption came ia ipito of its opposi- 
ion and now it acknowledges the wis- 
om of what it so sternly opposed. 


These are among the most notable 


olitical events of the period during 
•hich 
the Republican 
party 
has 


een in power, and the settlement of 
be questions arising out of them has 
een made in every instance over the 
ppoaitioo of the Democratic party. 
)uring all these twenty years that 
arty hag had no policy to urge, no 
principles to advocate, except to blind-

The railroads owning 
rights of way and franchises in the city 
seem determined not to afford the Wabash 
any facilities, and refuse to entertain any 
propoaitiona or negotiations for entrance 
over their tracks. They ;have combined 
for the purpose of shutting out a rival 
line. Mr. Hopkius could not believe that 
the people of Chicago really mean to re- 
fuse the Wabash admission to their city, 
when the opening of the line would add 
immensely to the business of the place, 
and would at the same time insure the 
benefits of a greater and freer competi- 
tion. He contraated the obstructive pol- 
icy pursued by Chicago with the liberal 
welcome extended by Detroit. The Wa- 
bash is seeking to open a line to Detroit, 
and the citizens of that city, in their pri- 
vate capacity, voted a subscription of 
$200,000"besides granting liberal privileg- 
es and making handsome donations. 1 he 
line from Detroit to Butler, Ind., is now 
under contract, and will be turned over to 
the Wabash company, in a complete stale 
on Dec. 1st, 1880. Mr. Hopkins added 
that if Detroit shouM secure control of a 
large business, which more nominally be- 
longs to Chicago, the responsibility for 
such result would rest with Chicago 
alone.

AD official statement compiled at the 


United States Post Office Department 


hows that the issues of postage stamps, 
tamped envelope) 
and postal-cards 


uring the fiscal year foot up an aggre- 


gate of $31,932,519. being an increase 
f nearly $3,500,000 over the total for 
he preceding fiscal year, or 12 2-10 
set cent. This per ceat. is about doable 
he average rate of increase daring the 
previous fi>e years. The greatest pro- 
tortional increase is in the item of 
lostal cards, the 
issues of 
which 


amounted to $2,753,470 daring the last 
fiscal year, as against $2,117,970 for 
the year ended June 30, 1879, an aug- 
mentation of 24 per cent. The largest 
actual gain to the postal revenue was 
n the issue of ordinary postage stamps 
which, during the last fiscal year, ag- 
gregated $22,414,928, being an increase 
of $2,297,669, or 11 4-10 percent, over 
the preceding year. The issue of news- 
paper and periodical stamps increased 
15 1-10 per cent., the totals being $1,- 
088,412 for the fiscal year 1879, and 
$1,252,903 for the fiscal year of 1880.
